Dispite the Belief of Shakleton and 
Others That There is no Cause For 
Alarm, Relief Expedition is Talk-

London, March 24.—While Lieut.

typewritten on a slip of paper pasted 
to the package as in the case of the 
first bomb, ‘The post office had been 
instructed to scan the judge's mall 
carefully and when the suspected 
bemb was found the authorities were 
notified, 

An inspector from the Bureau of 
Combustibles took it in charge and 
opened it with such precautions that 
an explosion was avoided. With the 
materials intact it was hoped that 
some clue to the sender might be 
found. Post office inspecters were 
called upon to help but they are as 
reticent as the detectives as to what 
progress is being made. 

A list of bomb and dynamite out- 
rages in New York from July 1908 to 
date shows a steady increase each 
year with a grand total of no less than

MONEY TO COME FYROM LONDON, 


Anglo-Beigian Loan to China Backed 
By the Sassons, 


London, Mar. 23.—The Peking cor- 
respondent of the Dally Telegraph 
says the most important feature in 
reference to the proposed loans is the 
struggle to obtain control of the silver 
market in China. Inasmuch as the 
virtual free coinage of that metal, 
which is inevitable, means an endless 
demand for silver, present observers 
believe that the success of the Anglo- 
Belgian loan is a healthy symptom 
since the methods of the four power 
group were becoming beaurocratic 
and inelastic, It is believed in 
Pekin, aceording to the correspon- 
Went, that the biggest of India’s silver 
buyers are behind the new develop- 
ment and that silver will reach the 
highest level in years during the vom- 
ing summer, In refrerence to the 
forego'ag it is understood in London 
that the Saasoons, the wealthy Indian 
and London bankers, are practically 
identical with the Anglo-Belgian syn- 
dicate, which has taken up the new 
Chinese loan,

Russia Concentrates Troops, 


London, March 23.—Russia has 
concentrated on the Russo-Turkish 
frontier eighty battalions of tmfantry, 
twelve regiments of cavalry and 42 
batteries of artillery, according to a 
despatch to the Chronicle from its 
Constantinople correspondent.

A radical departure is be!ng made 
this year in the method of street rail- 
way construction, in that 60 fot rails 
will be used in place of the 30 foot 
ralis which have been used hitherto. 
Eighty pound fails will be used in 
the paved sections and 60 pound 
rails in the unpaved. This greater 
Jength of rail will mean that fust half 
the number of fish plates, bonds, etc., 
will be required, as well as half the 
labor of installation being eliminated. 
The 60 fot rail is a new departure in 
Canadian railroading, because of the 
expansion and contraction of the steel 
caused by the heat and cold weather 
to which we are subjected, This ele- 
ment must be taken care ofr in this 
country anf expansion joints are pfo- 
vided for the purpose, The 30 foot 
rail is, however, still in vogue with 
the railroads. When the steel is laid 
in the pavement, as it will be in the 
eity, then the rails can contract or ex- 
pand only as the pavement contracts or 
expands, and these reatures are taken 
care of by internal contraction, which 
the rail le well able to withstand with- 
out injury to Itself, 

All of the above extensions are, of 
course, subject to the weather condi- 
tions and the drainage of the district 
affected,

Last 
month the eastern cities showed a per- 
centage increase over January, 1911, 
of 44.9 per cent. as against 15.4 per 
in the western division, owing,

This 
month, however, the tables are turn- 
ed and the west has eclipsed the east 
with a 140.6 per cent. gain, as com- 
pared with 16.5 per cent. for the east. 

The large increase in some quarters 
is explained by the desir of builders 
to get s‘arted early in order to escape 
possible delay on account of strin- 
geney in brick and other 
materials. Port Arthur is in first 
piace with regard to percentage in- 
crease, showing a 2465.2 per cent.

WARNED OF WHOOPING COUGH, 
Physicinn Also Offers Caution Against 
Other “Harmless’ Disceses, 


New York, Mar, 23.—Significant 
figures concerning children’s diseases 
were given by Dr, Royal 8. Haynes, 
one of the speakefs of the popular 
medical lecture course at the Acadeniy 
of Medicine, He spoke of the fal- 
| laclous idea of many mothers that it 
Was well for their chlidren to have 
measles and whooping cough and “get 
them over with.” 

“Whooping cought,” said Dr. 
Haynes, “kills more ‘babies under one 
year of age than any other contagi- 
ous disease, There are almost, as 
many deaths from whooping cough as 
from typhoid,” 

He gave startling s*atistics showing 
the large mortality from “harmless” 
diseases, fhe deaths in New York in 


1910 from measles were 785; scarlet 
rfever, 953: whooping cough, 461; 
diphtheria, 1,715, and emallpox, only 


5. These fisures were much below 
the average of the few preceding 
years, In the same year the dread 
typhoid caused only 658 edathe. In

“Whooping cough,” he said, “be- 
comes widespread because there is no 
quarantine, A nurse with a baby 
having a choice seat in the park is 
often approached by another nurse 
with a child, and will say, “My 
has the whooping cough.’
